Gen. Tien has thrown his troops 
in in a wide circle about the bandit 
hotbed, and he is gradually tight- 
ening his stronghold, cutting the 
communication and hop 
the gang that is holding 
foreigners.

Hitherto, all 
overtures have failed because of the 
demand of the abductors that any 
agreement with the Chinese officials 
must have an official foreign guar-. 
antor, 

The captives themselves are re- 
ported to be generally in good 
health, except the wealthy Italian 
Attorney, G. ID. Musso, who is suf- | 
fering from an injured leg. Their 
Clothing is poor, living conditions in 
their prison are bad, and food is 
none too plentiful 

Foreign Officers Watchful. 

Behind the Chinese lines at

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TYRANNY IN THE COURTS. 

There is something offensive to democratic ideas 
in the power of a Judge to sentence persons for 
contempt of court. The process deprives the ac- 
cused of his right to trial by jury, and often denies 
him the right of offering a defense. Contempt of| 
court savors too much of lese majeste. And when | 
a Judge exercises that power to punish persons | 
for expressing opinions, he goes far beyond the 
bounds which should limit the employment of the) 
power. A case that shows the practice in its) 
worst light was the fine of $300 imposed by Fed- 
eral Judge Ross upon the editor of the Memphis. 
Press for protesting against the arrest, also upon) 
a contempt charge, of a labor editor who had criti-| 
cised the Daugherty injunction in the shopmen’s| 
strike. In this connection it is fitting to quote| 
the following utterance of a great American: | 

To suffer the civil Magistrate to intrude 

his own powers into the field of opinion and to 
restrain the profession or propagation of prin- 
ciples on supposition of their ill tendency, is 
a dangerous fallacy, which at once destroys all 
liberty; because he, being, of course, judge of 
that tendency, will make his own opinions 
the rule of judgment, and approve or condemn 
the sentiments of others only as they shall 
square with or differ from his own. 

These are not the words of a present-day radical 
leader; they were uttered by Thomas Jefferson. 
who, better than any other man, foresaw the dead-| 
ly perils of suppression and censorship. The the- 
ory that a Court can do no wrong is as false and 
tyrannical as was the theory that the King could do 
no wrong. It took blood and violence to overthrow 
the latter. In a representative government the fer- 
mer can be overthrown by peaceful means. but it 
must be overthrown if liberty is to survive.

The Smackover which fig- 
ures prominently in the indictments of 114 
promoters at Fort Worth, Tex. The Smackover 
into which a generation of suckers is pouring 
its millions of dollars, and the Smackover which 
the Government is watching, eager to protect 
‘the suckers but unable to do much for them 
until after they hfve lost their money. 

A year ago Smackover was poor but hon- 

est. with two stores, four residences and a

| The Well That “Made” Eldorado 


On Jan. 9, 1921, there was not an oil well 
in Arkansas. As States go, Arkansas was poor 
but honest. Next day the Busey well came in 
with a bang,-just west of the Eldorado city 
limits. The report that went out was that it 
was a 30,000-barrel gusher. The fact seems 
to have been that it produced at the start about 
15,000 barrels. The other 15,000 barrels may 
be credited to the exuberance natural to the 
occasion. But it was a good well all right 
and it was hailed as a harbinger of a good 
field. Eldorado became the new Eldorado. 
with hordes of men rushing in from all 
many seeking oil, many more seeking 
the quick and easy gains that go with oil. 

In a week, they say, the population jumped 
from 3000 to 20,000. That may be an exag- 
geration. At such a time nobody has the 
time to count accurately. 

The statement that within 30 days there 
were a thousand carpenters in Eldorado is 
probably not more inaccurate than is usually 
incidental to the use of round numbers. The

The evidence forthcoming is enough to upset the 
theory that large families are not a thing of this 
generation, at any rate. 

It is impossible to investigate the claims of all 
ese challenges and some obviously cannot pro- 
due2 the documentary evidence presented by the 
10 Daltons, since although a number of mothers 
under 35 have brought more than 10 children into 
the world, not all the children are living. 


The first three large families heard from were 
visited by a reporter. Probably .he most remarkable 
record established by the family of Joseph Schneier 
at Seventy-six, Mo. Mrs. Schneier will not be 32 
vears old until September and her tenth child was 
born four months ago. There are no twins in this 
family and none has been claimed by death. Helen, 
the oldest child, is 15 years old, Alice, 14; Pauline, 
12: Edwin, 11: Billie, 9; Margaret 8; Mary, 6; Eva, 
4; Marvoline, 3; Jean Francis, 4 months. 


The famil: of Louis Swoboda, Washington, Mo., 
numbers nine living children, one dead in infancy, 
and Mrs. Swoboda passed her thirty-second birth- 
day since her tenth child was born, eight months 
ago. There are no twins in this family. The chil- 
dren’s ages are: Herman, 16; Veronica, 14; An- 
thony, 13: Gertrude, 11; Francis, 9; Jerome, 6; 
Blanche, 4; Louis. 2, and Leander, 8 months. 

"en ther- is the family of R. M. Hulsey, 235 Mil- 
itary road, just outside the southern limits of St. 
Louis. Mrs. Hulsey was but 35 years old when 
her fourteenth child was born, last Christmas Day. 
The fourteenth child weighed 14 pounds at birth. 
There are two sets of twins in this family and there 
have been three deaths, leaving now 11 children, 
tie eldest of whom is 16. 


Mrs. C. Shepard oi: Foley, Mo., sends a photo- 
g- aph in evidence of a family of nine children, with 
tLe information that she was but 32 when her tenth 
child was born, one child having met with an acci- 
dent which caused its death at two years. 


The first three families are much alike in some 
particulars, and in this especially that their worldly 
wealth is to be rated as extremely modest. And in 
thut they are all of the Roman Catholic faith and 
are all happy families, regarding children as a great 
blessing conferred upon them. The mothers have 
been between the ages of 16 and 18 when married 
and it is a coincidence that the father in each case 
is :10w 41 years old.

geous parents ‘‘make out.’ I got that phrase from 
Mrs. Hulsey. It is a motto with her. 

“If I haven't what I want to do with, I make out 
with something else. But I always make out, some- 
how,”’ she said. 

In the case of both the Swoboda and Hulsey fam- 
ilies, the fathers are shoe factory workers. Swoboda 
is an inseamer whose income has been known, dur- 
ing the war, to reach $50 a week, but, what with 
factory shutdowns and layoffs, according to the state 
of the shoe market, his income is a fluctuating one. 
They own their own home at the edge of town and 
have saved enough to start payment on a farm upon 
which some of the boys who already have shown an 
aptitude for farming will be turned loose later on. 
So congenial is this family that though the eldest 
boy was sent last year to a Franciscan college in 
Illinois, he this year refused to be separated from 
the family, preferring to finish his education at the 
parochial schools nearer home. 

They are a thrifty family, producing on their small 
plot of ground their own milk, butter and eggs and 
vegetables and butchering their own hogs. There 
were three or four bicycles, toys and other luxuries 
in sight. 

The Schneier family solve the problem of liveli- 
hood through the father’s being Assistant Post- 
master and manager of the general store—through 
which he is able to purchase family supplies at 
wholesale prices—and the mother’s running the 
hotel patronized by traveling men who visit a large 
territory of which Seventy-six is the railroad point. 
They possess an automobile, from which also, proba- 
bly, a slight income is derived. The income from 
the hotel no doubt supports the table and Mrs. 
Schneier could proudly point to wonderful stores 
of fruits and vegetables of her own preserving. The 
house they live in also is one of the perquisites, rent 
free, of the store superintendent. 

The Hulsey family, living under city conditions, 
has a more difficult time of it. The father is a side- 
laster at the St. Louis and Jefferson avenue plant 
of the International Shoe Co. His wages rarely ex- 
ceed $30 a week, though now that the older chil- 
dren have reached an age of production, each bring- 
ing in from $8 to $10 a week, things are much easier.

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OME 30 years ago, one of the well-known 
Alpine climbers in Europe was Abate 
Achille Ratti of Milan, Italy. Today he 
climbs no more, but walks in the beautiful 
gardens of the Vatican, at Rome. The bril- 
liant scholar. intrepid Alpinist and devoted 
priest has become Pope Pius XI. 
But long before fhe mountaineer went to the 
Vatican he had, at the request of editors. written 


\ spirited accounts of some of his more noteworthy 


exploits, which appeared in various publications of 
the Italian Alpine Club. 

Newly translated into English, these modest nar- 
fatives possess double interest—that of achievement 
im a sport which has produced many a tragedy. and 
‘that of fhe author's engaging personality. The 
future Pope did not confine himself to the com- 
fortable little trips which anybody may take in 
Switzerland. At the same time, he heartily dis- 
approved of what he himself termed “r-sh attempts 
and depicrable catastrophes.”’ 

Consequently. as is pointed out in a foreword to 
“Climbs on Alpine Peaks’’ (Houghton Mifflin Co.). 
by Douglas W. Freshfield, formerly editor of the 
Alpine Journal in London and himself a distin- 
guished mountaineer, Monsignor Ratti sometimes 
was confronted by a mora! dilemma. 

One example of it was the clash between his patri- 
otic desire for an all-Italian ascent of the precipi- 
tous face of Monte Rosa, and the danger which such 
an expedition would incur from avalanches and fa!}- 
ing stones The trip was made, successfully. after 
the eminent climber had taken precautions which 
satisfied his scruples. 

“Few more daring feats are on record,.”’ remarks 
Freshfield 

To stand on a precarious ridge of snow, while 
an expert and trusted guide worked to get a secure 
foothold on the other side of a deep chasm, and to 
(Toss a great crevasse by sliding down a steep snovw- 
bank and sailing across with the momentum thus 
gained—are two of the more thrilling incidents in 
these narratives. The book's title page sets forth 
that it is “by Abate Achille Ratti. Mountaineer ‘now 
Pope Pius X1)}.”’ 

Besides the thrills, these accounts reveal an in- 
teresting personality—modest. kindly. humorous. 
appreciative, conscientiously just in giving credit 
to others where credit is due. Love of adventure is 
revealed, too, high courage and unlimited powers of 
endurance. 

The technical skill and judgment of the true 
mountaineer, who has no sympathy for foolhardy 
risks. was shown in the trip across Monte Rosa. 
+For many years. the ascent of the precipitous face of 
this great peak was reckoned one of the unsolved 
problems of the Alps. There were routes to the sum- 
mit from other sides, but Italians naturally were 
anxious that what is essentially an Italian mountain, 
just as the Matterhorn is essentially Swiss, should 


’ be sealed from the Italian side. The feat was ac- 


complished at last, but not by Italians, and when 
the ®@uccessful climbers returned they declared that 
the hazards of the trip should cause it to be banned. 

What was the brilliant young churchman of Milan 
to do’ Patriotism and love of climbing urged him 
to lead an all-Italian expedition up the Italian side 
of Monte Rosa, from Macugnaga to the Dufour Peak. 
Yet he well knew how the width of the crevasses on 
the upper glacier and the continual threat of ava- 
lanches had hindered the climbers’ advance and filled 
them at times with absolute terror. 
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One by one, they sat on 
the steep, snowy slope 
just above the wide cre- 
vasse, while the others 
held the end of the rope. 
Sliding at first, they then 
leaped over the chasm. 


Moreover, just three years before (in 1886) Da- 
miano Marinelli of the Florence section. Italian 
Alpine Club, together with a guide named Imseng. 
was overwhelmed by an avalanche in the great 
couloir, or gully, which still bears Marinelii’s name 
and which must be crossed to reach the Dufour peak. 

“What we required above all.” writes the emi- 
nent climber, ‘‘was to find the glacier unbroken and 
the weather fine and cold 

“The former condition would save us from the 
trouble caused by crevasses. the latter from the 
Ganger of avalanches; and we should be very lucky 
not to find a quantity of fresh snow or verglas on 
the rocks of the summit 

‘These, I hasten to add. are the conditions which 
will always be quite indispensable to anyone wishing 
in the future to attempt and carry out this expedi- 
tion; not, indeed, without difficulty. which is im- 
possible, but without danger Not one of these 
conditions was lacking to us or failed us 
time. 

Two days before Monsignor Ratti and his friend. 
Prof. Sacerdote Luigi Grasselli of ‘Milan met their 
two guides at Macugnaga. there had been a heavy 
storm, causing a decided drop in the temperature 
and any stone or serac which might have been in 
a condition of doubtful balance must certainly have 
come down “It remained to be seen.’ says the 
writer, ‘“‘whether any fresh snow had fallen. and if 
so. how much.” 

Arriving at Macugnaga, it was evident that con 
ditions were favorable for the attempt “As far as 
the eve and the glass could discern. not a single large 
crevasse, not one dangerous hanging cornice. could 
be seen, not a sign of troublesome fresh snow or a 
trace of verglas on the rocks of the summit: the 
principal crevasse (Bergschrund) was hardly vis- 


further on the future Pope Pius XI 
writes 

“I have expatiated somewhat on these prelimina- 
ries in order to show that the idea of attempting a 
gambier’s throw. as it is called, never entered our 
heads Indeed. it really seems to me that if on 
the whole we were lucky, we were not at al! rash. or 
even. strictly speaking, venturesome 

“I say this, not because I think it necessary for 
real mountaineers who may read what I have wri't- 
ten, but rather. if I may use the expression. for the 
uninitiated. 

“Is it, however, possible to convince the latter. 
as the former are firmly convinced, that mountatn- 
eering is not a breakneck pursuit, but that it is, on 
the contrary, merely a question of prudence and of 
a little courage, of love of mature and her most 
secret beauties—beauties which are sometimes 
awful. but are at those times all the more sublime 
and life-giving to the spirit of him who contemplates 
them?” 

It was during what have been called. by an 
English expert, the “two prodigious days” of the 
Monte Rosa expedition, that Monsignor Ratti under 
went an experience which would test the nerves 
The party of four were struggling up the ill-omened 
couloir with its ever-present menace of avalanches 
when, at a point near the scene of Marinelli’s death.

000 to a motor that ceased to “mote” immediately on the death of John W. 
Keely, the sleight-of-hand man who constructed it and who kept its secret of

ERPETUAL motion—that’s the big idea. 
A motor that will ‘‘mote”’ indefinitely, at 
a minimum expenditure for upkeep and 
nothing for fuel. Use air'and water, which 
are free. Operate all the world’s machin- 
ery on a lungful of air and a palmful of 
water. Wood, coal, oil? Junk ’em! No 
further use for such things—they cost money. 
Along in 1850 a boy living in Philadelphia stayed 
heme from church one Sunday morning. He noticed 
that the windows of his home shook, or vibrated, 
to certain notes of the organ in the church, which 
was not far away. Little Jack Keely feared at first 
it was spirits rattling the windows. Maybe it was 
davlight ghosts. Oo-o0-00! Next Sunday he was 
good, and went to church, and spoke to the priest 
about the windows that shook when the organ 
plaved certain notes. 


“You must have been imagining things. my son,” 


said the priest, reassuringly. 

And, as a matter of fact, John W. Keely spent a 
large part of his life imagining things. His imagina- 
tion became so strong that.it was able to coax ap- 
proximately $5,000,000 out of the pockets of a too 
credulous public which believed implicitly that 
Keely had ‘‘discovered’’ perpetual motion. 

Keely was the world’s most successful perpetual 
motionist. He succeeded, strangely enough, because 
he did not really believe the theory of perpetual 
motion. He believed in th@® people, however, in the 
childlike credulity of a considerable section of the 
so-called human race: and he imagined things which, 
from the standpoint of a man who meant to get the 
money, were by no means vain. His imaginings re- 
sulted in the celebrated ‘‘Keely motor,’’ which blew 
up suddenly and permanently when John W. Keely 
died in his native city, the well-known City of 
Brotherly Love, Nov. 18, 1898. The explosion 
caused large numbers of investors in the Keely Mo- 
tor Co. to change their prospective Thanksgiving 
bird course from roast turkey to chicken stew, or 
perhaps to plain pork chops. : 

And all this had its start when the church organ 
shook the windows. 

Keely was a carpenter by trade. But when car- 
pentering came to feel too much like work he 
changed his line of activity. The occupation he took 
up carried him about the country considerably, so 
that he had opportunity to meet all sorts and con- 
ditions of people and thereby get a focus on human 
nature. A reasonably keen comprehension of hu- 
man nature was highly important to Keely in the 
third and last of his occupations. 

Keely possessed a talent for making people be- 
lieve a thing was there when it wasn’t. This talent 
he had cultivated studiously for years. It had be- 
come, quite likely, a positive passion with him long 
before he quit handling saw und plane and took upa 
more delicate and perhaps more esthetic implement. 
This was the tunirg fork. 

Nevertheless, Keel» was not particularly musical. 
He remembered those windows that shook on the 
day he flunked on churchgoing, and he was going 
to make practical use of the boyhood memory. If 
the church organ could cause windows to vibrate. 
maybe the tuning fork could be persuaded, by a 
man with a massive imagination, to make a wheel go 
round. Possibly, by severe stretches of the imagina- 
tion, the tuning fork could be made to lift prodigious 
weights, or at any rate to make the credulous, if in-

nocent, bystanders so believe... And so Jack Keely, 
ex-carpenter, proceeded thus to put himself im tune 
with the ‘infinite. 

Keely was 36 years old whén, in 1873, he.found 
at last his permanent: vocation. In that year he 


opened to certain selected units,of the great Amer-. 


ican public. his workshop. or laboratory in Philadel- 
phia, where outsiders” got their first glimpse of a 
mysterious apparatus which,for a quarter of a cen- 
tury was to be known as the Ke@ly motor and was 
to win the implicit faith of thousands. Keely called 
it his “hydro-pneumatic-pulsating-vacuo-engine.” 
There was: also a large steel globe with a seven- 
leagued name. Keely had a fondness for big words, 
and for words whose meaning was unknown to the 
average ‘person. Sofie of the terms he employed 
were unknown to everybody. ‘“‘Apergy,”” fom in- 
stance. The present writer has failed to find it in 
either of two bi® dictionaries, both revised since 
Keely’s time. \ 3 

“The great wheel you see revolving,” Keely told 
his invited guests, “is moved by apergy.” 

The guests looked properly interested. Apergy, 
they figured, must be. something mighty powerful. 

As they watched the wheel revolve, Keely ex- 
plained—if one may call it that——the principles of 
its operation. He talked of “‘triune currents of a polar 
flow of force,’’ and “the reflex action of gravity,”’ 
and “‘chords of mass,’’ and ‘‘sympathetic outreaches 


of dist®nce,”’ and “‘depolar etheric waves,” and of{ 


many other obstruse things. Mystify the average 
man, and you have him going, was Keely’s theory. 
He surely had those men mystified. 

For instance, when he struck a tuning fork a 
brass ball began spinning around at a speed of 600 
revolutions a minute. More apergy, no doubt, or 
possibly some “chords of mass” applied. The vis- 
itors were impressed. 

Then Keely scraped a violin bow across the tuning 
fork. Forthwith another apparatus lifted an enor- 
mous weight. It was exerting a pressure of 25,000 
pounds to the square inch, Keely told his gape- 
mouthed guests. The eyes of some of them wellnigh 
bulged. 

Marvelous! Nothing like it ever before. Verily, 
Mr. Keely had discovered the secret which thousands 
had sought in vain, century after century. If not 
absolute perpetual motion, then surely something 
very near akin. Think of touching a tuning fork 
and making a big brass ball revolve rapidly! Think of 
scraping the fork with a fiddle bow and lifting 
25,000 pounds! 

Of course, a report of this first look into the 
laboratory of mystery got into the newspapers. 
From day to day other groups went to see the new 
wonder. Keely became the talk of America. ‘“Ma- 
gician,” “Wizard,” with a big W—these were some 
of the terms used in describing him. The Keely 
motor was to revolutionize the industry of the world. 

“TIT can run a train of 30 railroad cars from Phila- 
delphia to New York at a mile a minute, and the 
only source of motive power used will be the amount 
of water one of you can hold in the palm of his 
hand,’’ Keely declared. ‘“‘Why, a bucket of water 
contains enough of this force I have discovered to 
move the world out of its course. A steamship can 
be run so fast with it that the ship would be split 
in two.”’ 

Mr. Keely liked to boast of what his new-found 
force could do, and it was not to be disputed that it

COLLEGE-EDUCATED FARMER'S INCOME 
LARGEST OF ALL. 

N INVESTIGATION of the income of 554 farm- 

ers in one county of Missouri. made by the \is- 

souri Schoo! of Agriculture, showed that the 

educated farmer's income was 71.4 per cent 
larger than that of the untrained farmer. A survey 
of the incomes of 635 farmers in seven counties of 
Kansas, made by the Kansas State Agricultural (ol- 
lege, showed that the trained farmer has a greater in- 
come by nearly $1900 a year rhan those of farmers wiia 
a commion school education 

The United States Department of Agriculture reporis 
a survey of three representative areas in Indiana. !/1i- 
nois and Iowa. It is shown that tenant farmers with 
a college education received an average jJabor income 
$463 more a year than the man with a high schoo! erdt- 
ucation and $979 more a vear than the man with only 
a common school education. 

Cornell University reports that men having more 
than a high schoo! education received $225 more a vear 
than farmers with a high schoo! education and $9 
a year more than farmers with a common school edu- 
cation. They also report that 5 per cent of the farmers 
with a district school edueation had labor incomes ef 
more than $1000. and that 20 per cent of the farmers 
with a high school education had labor incomes « 
more than $1000. Thirty per cent of the farmers wi'® 
more than high school education had labor incomes of 
more than $1060. A high sehool education is worth 2 
much to the farmer as $6000 worth of 5 per cent bords, 
A college education is worth twice as much.

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What the Fingernails Tell a Doctor 


OLICE find fingerprints an in- 

valuable guide to identification, 

but the fingernails exhibit a record 

of importance to the doctor. 
“The hypersensitive nails are mirrors 
| which reflect the disturbances of nutri-
